Feltes, Diocesan Chancellor, and 
the Rev. Philip N. Fusco, Cathedral 
assistant, will serve as masters of 
ceremonies. The priests of the city 
of Fort Wayne will be on cere- 
monies with the Most Reverend 
Bishop. 

The annual convert confirmation 
ceremony is considered one of the 
most inspirational held during the 
year.

“The fundamental soundness of 
DePaul’s educational position is 
clearly mdicated in this action,” 
Father O’Malley said upon receiv- 
ing the announcement. “It should 
be remembered that DePaul Uni- 
versity is in Group IV of ‘the North 
Central Association, which consists 
of the largest and most complex 
universities, state and private, in 
the 20 States within the North 
Central jurisdiction.”

Mrs. Paul Glazebrook Heads Diocesan NCCW; 
Banquet Speaker Delivers Pope s Message 


Michigan City—New president of the Fort Wayne diocesan council of the National 
Council of Catholic Women is Mrs. Paul Glazebrook, this city, who is the first member of 
the Michigan City deanery to head the diocesan organization. Mrs. Glazebrook was named

E perescution of Christians 

which had begun before St. 
Luke ended his Acts of the Apos- 
tles, which may be called the first 
church history, was not long in 
spreading to other parts of the 

pire, Its natural effect was to 
make writing both difficult and 
dangerous. It is responsible too 
for the scarcity of early Christian 
manuscripts. Many of the persecu- 
tors aimed directly at the destruc- 
tion of Christian books and there 
were martyrs who died in the de- 
fense of sacred writings. 

To reconstruct the history of the 
Church in this period is like mak- 
ing a mosaic in the dark, like put- 
ting together a jig-saw picture 
when many of the pieces are hard 
to find and fit or are even missing 
altogether. This is what historians 
have to do for the ages of ‘perse- 
cution that jasted, with longer or 
shorter intermissions, until the 
victory of Constantine and religi- 
ous liberty in 312 A.D. 

The First Century has little more 
to offer. St. John was still living 
when Clement, the third successor 
of St. Peter in Rome, wrote some 
letters and treatises. We have only 
his important Epistle to the Cor- 
inthians which shows him settling 
a controversy in the church there. 
He probably knew the Apostles or 
at least some of them. The im- 
portant historical point. is his 
preeminent position, even in the 
lifetime of St. John. 


The letters of St. Ignatius, Mar- 
tyr, and the Acts of the Martyr- 
dom of St. Polyecary, both bishops 
and disciples of St. John, are valu- 
able for the light they threw on 
the persecutions as well as upon 
the belief and practice in the early 
Church. .A number of doctrinal 
and devotional works, ending with 
the Apostles’ Creed, complete the 
few fragments that close this 
century, 


Discipline Of The Secret 


During the Second century, 
Christian writers are at first taken 
up with the task of defending their 
belief against the attack and mis- 
representations of the pagans. 
Among the calumnies was the 
charge that Christians ate human 
flesh, a distortion of the doctrine 
of the Eucharist. This and similar 
attacks led to a policy on the part 
of Christian writers to avoid 
mention of certain subjects, with 
the result that it is often difficult 
for historians of dogma to find 
open statements of the belief and

The one bona 
fide historian of the time was Heg- 
isippus who recorded the traditions

Unfortunately, most of 
his work has been lost. 

But the very fact that a work 
was written gives historians an- 
other piece for their picture. And 
almost every work contains bits 
of historical evidence that helps to 
fill out the empty record spaces 
in the record. 


Martyrs’ Testimony 


With the coming of the Third 
Century and the spread and growth

of the Church thro ut the Em- 
ire, writers and writings 
ut there is still a dearth of real 


histories. There is a notable in- 
crease of accounts of . 
both official and private. But the 


historian’s work is still hampered 
by the scarcity of material. 


Certainly the greatest source for 
our history of these years of per- 
secution comes from the writings 
of those who survived and who, 
after the peace of Constantine, 
were able to put down in detail 
what they remembered from their 
own experience or what they had 
learned from their immediate fore- 
bears. While much of what they 
wrote is difficult or impossible of 
scientific historic proof, there is a 
vast amount that can be com 
with parallel and independent nar- 
ratives from which a fairly certain 
judgment of its historical value 
ean be drawn.

Bonniwell has written a clear, in- 
teresting but brief history of the 
develOpment of the Sunday Masses. 
When he wrote this book, he had 
in mind the problem most missal- 
users face: Is there some central 
idea or some thread of common 
thought running through the ideas, 
aspirations and texts that make up 
the average Sunday Mass? 

The answer to these questions 
will be a little nearer if the reader 
knows something about the orig- 
inal purpose of the parts of the 
Mass that are different each Sun- 
day; if he realizes what changes 
they have gone through. So Fr. 
Bonniwell has written a history of 
the origin and changes of these 
parts.. He takes each one and 
traces it from its origin through 
the changes that have brought it 
to the form in which we know it 
today. 

Once the reader has a grasp of 
the background of the present-day 
Sunday Mass, he is more likely to 
find some understanding of the 
Missal. He will begin to realize 
why it is so different from the 
git he is used to finding in 

is prayerbook. Fr. Bonniwel! has 
done his work well. The book is 
worth suggesting to a friend who 
has just bought his first Missal. 
It would make an excellent bap- 
tismal gift for convert. It will 
deepen your love and theirs for the 
Sunday Mass. 

Fr. Vagaggini’s book supple- 
ments the work of Fr.

early popularity is tribute not only 
to the current wave of enthusiasm 
for the young Trappist, but evi- 
dence as well of the remarkable in- 
terest America has suddenly taken 
in the contemplative life. 


St. Lutgarde enjoys. several 
rather remarkable’ distinctions. 
Four centuries before St. Margaret 
Mary, she entered upon the mys- 
tical life with a vision of the Sa- 
ced Heart. A contemporary of St. 
Francis, the first recorded stig- 
matic, she, too, received a mystical 
wound. For us who live in an age 
marked significantly by at least 
the beginnings of a liturgical re- 
vival, she serves as an example of 
a spiritual life fed almost entirely 
on the liturgy. By no means of 
least interest, the first basic biog- 
raphy of this saint was written by 
a student of St. Albertus Magnus 
and a classmate of St. Thomas. 


It seems to us that Father Mer- 
ton has preserved the flavor of 
that early biography so far as one 
can judge from his frequent quota- 
tions from it. In any case. he 
offers here an extremely interest- 
ing and sympathetic portrayal of 
an extraordinary figure.—G.

Our thanks then are due to 
Sheed & Ward for providing two 
books which should bought to- 


gether and read as complementary. 
They go a long way towards clear- 
ing up misunderstandings, dispel- 


ern heroines of God—Therese Mar- 
tin, known (or unknown?) te so 
many thousands under the name of 
“Little Flower.” | 


Frank Sheed has now translated 
the collected letters which reveal 
the Saint’s heart and mind in her 
own simple wnaffected words. 
(Collected Letter of St. Therese 
of Lisieux, Sheed and Ward, N. 
Y., 1950, pp. 394, $3.75). Here both 
the thoroughly human Therese is 
uncovered particularly in the sim- 
ple notes of her childhood and the 
“divinized” Saint in the letters of 
her precocious maturity. 


John Beevers (Storm of Glory, 
Sheed and Ward, N. Y., $3.00) 
utilized these same quite wonder- 
ful letters as well as new and 
hitherto generally unavailable ma- 
terial in producing his careful, 
sober, but engaging biography. Mr. 


Beevers, entirely to his credit, is 
a determined adversary of those 
who would plaster the image of the 
Saint with sugar and water. Of 
his own attitude he speaks frank- 


ly, “I was sick to death of hearing 
St. Therese branded as The Little 
Flower, and made the victim of a 
lot of sentimental gush.” 


For that gush he substitutes sin- 
cere love, born of careful study 
and intelligent appreciation. 


Both these volumes should find 
an appreciative audience not only 
among those who have always 
steadily seen the Saint in spite of 
the caricature sometimes pushed 
forward by over-fond enthusiasts, 
but particularly by those who may 
have unfortunately been alienated 
thus and so misled.—G. J. Gustaf- 
son, S.S.

The POAU, concerning which you have read considerable in 
this paper, is supposed to be a Protestant organization which wel- 
comes “other Americans” into it. Some of those “other Amer- 
icans” were atheists, and aggressively anti-religious. 

That the POAU has no right to speak for Protestants was 
noted by Rev. Thomas Keehn, Legislative Secretary of the Council 
for Social Action, Congregational-Christian Churches when he 
said, in Washington: . 

_ POAU is in no. way representative of Protestantism. 

By using the word “Protestant” in the first word in its 

name, it presumes to speak for Protestantism in the 

issues involving separation of church and state. At least 

to the public it appears as the spokesman for Protes- 

tantism. This is more inaccurate and misleading. The 

nature and program of POAU tend to make it an anti- 

Catholic movement, even though it disclaims this purpose. 

‘ Apparently the major support of the organization, 
both financially and in its program, comes from the “and 
others,” rather than from Protestants. As far as the 
program goes, | believe this organization has performed 
a real disservice to all religious groups—Catholic, Pro- 
testant and Jewish by the role it played in supporting the 
Supreme Court decision which prohibited release time for 
religious teaching (the Champaign, Illinois, case). In my 
opinion, this decision was welcomed primarily by the 
secular forces of the country, and regretted. by the great 
majority of the religious forces. POAU was on the wrong 
side of the tracks as far as organized religion was con- 
cerned. 

Watson Kirk Connell, a Baptist, contributed an article to 
Saturday Night, a leading magazine published in Toronto, in which 
he warned his Protestant brethren against any anti-Catholic 
movement, because the promoters usually have ulterior designs, no 
matter how appealingly they may tell their story.

Christ was totalitarian. He de- 
clared “I am the truth” (John 
14:6). If He be that, He could 
not teach anything else but the 
truth, and could not sanction the 
demand of any person to believe 
differently. In fact He said very : 
emphatically “He that believeth} There are also those who speak 
not shall be damned” (Mark) of the Catholic religion being in- 

:16). tolerant in insisting that it alone 
has the truth as taught by Christ. 
They have the notion that it must 
be intolerant towards persons as 
much as it must be towards error. 
This is not true. The Catholic 
Church, which you call totalitarian, 
more than any other, teaches that 
every human being is the other’s 
brother, and that he must be loved 
and not identified with the error 
to which he may be attached. 

The Catholic Church is intoler- 
ant only of error, and all of the 
apostles were that; Christ was 
that, and God Almighty is that— 


that error. The one who claims 
the right to believe as he pleases 
claims the right to believe in er- 
ror — certainly not something to 
boast about. If one hundred people 
differ, or even if two people differ 
essentially in relation to anything, 
all but one must be in error. 


Christ was equally emphatic 
when He spoke about religious 
practice. He told the Apostles 
that they must go out and “make 
disciples of all nations” (Matthew 
28:19), and to “teach them all 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you.” (Matthew 28:20). 

ir hearers were not free to re- 
ject that teaching. The Apostles 
‘understood Him to mean, as St. 
Paul notes, that as there is only 
one God, so there can be only one 
faith (Eph. 4:4). That is what led 
St. Paul to declare that even if

genuinely worthwhile cause, It was 
the only cure for nationalism that 
was not worse than the disease, 
and it raised up moral ¢ 
principles with which to fight the 
greed of both right and left. 

It went to the root o: all social 
injustice; absence of charity. It 
sought to deliver men from indus- 
trial slavery and defended age | 
against its major enemy, the mod- 
ern absolutist state. It beckoned 
man to the perennial crusade, the 
permanent revolution, the most 
radical and blasting of all revolu- 
tions: “I bring not peace but a 
sword.” 

For long the challenge would 
have been quite irresistible had I 
been able to believe. When a real- 
ization of the immense political, 
economic, social, and moral potenti- 
alities in Catholic Christianity 
came home to me, I felt that it was 
the greatest disappointment in the 
world. For it was the answer to 
everything; only the answer was 
false. 

I have dwelt at considerable 
length upon my _ pre-occupation 
with secular problems because 
most of my intellectual experience 
had concerned them, For half a 
dozen years the major part of my 
life had been given to these mat- 
ters. They were “shop” for me, my 
stock in trade, and they explain 
why it was that the sociological 
and political aspects of Catholicism 
were the aspects of the Faith that 
first presented themselves forcibly 
to me. 


Spiritual Hunger 


But in the course of time real 
spiritual hunger began also to 
grow in me, and it was contributed 
to in large measure by the collapse 
of secular loyalties which had com- 
manded me for so long. A certain 
paralyzing indecisiveness crept ov- 
er me as they dropped away. one 
by one; capacity for decision of 
mind and action was diminished, 
and some of the zest -f living be- 
gan to go. 

I found myself joining the panic 
rush for escapes, As life lost more 
and more of what meaning it had 


held I felt a general debilitation|. 


threatening me, and my whole 
point of view was resolving into 
one of pure negation. ‘There was no 
pearl of great price, nothing of 
stable worth and permanent valid- 
ity. I had no yardstick with which 
to measure the world, no fla‘ under 
which to fight it. I felt myself 
growing “sick,” and old, so to 
speak, like a man of the later Ro- 
man Empire.
